On the 5th of laft Month the whole Imperial Ar- 
my pafe'd the Save, and encamp'd under Belgrade ;

On the 23d the Emperor and Emprefs had an In- 
rerview with the Ele¢tor and Eleétrefs of Bavaria at 
Burgerftorff,, and 2 Duys after his Imperial Majetty 
join'd in a folemy Proceflion from the Court Chapel 
of the Auguftin Friers to Sc. Stephen's Cathedral, 
where a rand Mafs was celebrated, at which the 
Empre% alfo and the Archducheffes were prefent, to 
implore the Divine Bleffing upon the Imperial Arms 
apainft the Common Enemy of Chriftendom, as well 
aso beg that God weuld pleafe to put a Stop to the 
Plague, which ftill rages in fome Paris of the Em- 
peror’s Dominions 

Oithe 16th feveral Ships were caft away upon 
the Danube by a Storm, in which the Equipages of 
Prince Charles of Lorrain and the Count de Stirum 
were loft, and fome Damage was done to the Bridges 
ercéted by the Imperial x* over that River and 
the Save. 

There is Advice from Hamburgh, of the Arrival of 
the French Squadron at Dahleroe, on the Coafts of 
Sweden, and that the Marquis d’Antin, the Com- 
macore, was Co proceed forthwith to Stockholm. 

On the 3oth ult. the Corpfe of the late Duke of 
pry eal, ee carry’d with great Pomp, from 
Ko tfhagen to Bordelfholm, there to be interr'd in 
the Tomb of his Anceftors. 

From Cadiz they write, That Preparations for 
War are making there with fuch Vigour, as if they 
expected a fpeedy Ruprure ; that there's a great Im- 
prefs for Seamen ; that fome Months Pay is advanced 
before-hand to {uch who enter as Volunriers, and 
that Recruits are raifing every-where for the Land- 
Forces. here were in that Harbour, on the 13th 
ult.O. S. 24 Englith Ships, 20 French, 16 Dutch, 
and a Swede. 

It is written from Anfterdam, that the four French 
Men of War and Frigate were arriv’d in the River 
of Stockholm. 

Alfo that an Englifth Ship and a Dutch Gallior 
were loft off of Bornholm.
